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STUDENT  GRATEFUL 
TO  SAINT  JOSEPH’S 

Dear  Saint  Joe  Alumni  and  Alumnae, 

I  recently  came  upon  a  letter  from  a 
fellow  alumnae  of  Saint  Joe  which  I  would 
like  to  share  with  you  at  this  time. 

I  was  just  going  to  write  a  brief  note  to 
let  Contact  know  I  had  changed  my  address, 
and  also  to  announce  with  joy  the  occasion 
of  my  first  profession  in  the  Congregation 
of  the  Good  Shepherd,  February  8  of  this 
year.  Yet,  a  brief  note  does  not  seem 
sufficient.  It  seems,  in  a  way,  ungrateful. 

My  very  vocation  to  religious  life  is 
rooted  in  the  experiences  I  had  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  College.  Had  I  not  attended 
Saint  Joe's,  I  would  not  likely  be  where  I 
am  today. 

I  went  to  public  school  all  my  life,  and 
resisted  strongly  the  idea  of  going  to 
Saint  Joe's.  My  father  encouraged  me  to 
accept  the  half-tuition  scholarship  be¬ 
cause  he  was  greatly  impressed  by  the 
admissions  materials.  1  arrived  at  Saint 
Joseph's  College  in  August  of  1973, 
wanting  nothing  to  do  with  the  Catholic 
Church,  even  though  I  had  been  raised 
Catholic.  I  was  misinformed  as  to  what  I 
should  expect:  I  thought  I'd  be  forced  to 
attend  Mass,  and  to  take  theology  classes 
against  my  will. 

I  enrolled  as  a  bio-chem  major.  By  the 
following  year,  I  changed  to  a  philosophy 
major  with  a  theology  minor,  not  as  a 
result  of  pressure,  but  as  an  outcome  of 
personal  conversion.  A  number  of  factors 
brought  about  that  conversion,  and  sus¬ 
tained  me  in  it: 

1)  The  students  I  met  were  friendly  and 
helpful.  I  could  count  on  my  R.A.  to  listen 
when  I  had  worries  and  fears.  The  senior 
class  was  not  condescending,  but  ac¬ 
cepting  of  me.  Those  who  had  religious 
convictions  did  not  force  them  on  me. 
Within  a  year,  I,  who  had  all  my  life  been 
a  loner,  formed  several  lasting  friendships. 

2)  The  heterogeneous  atmosphere  that 
allowed  for  the  co-existence  of  many 
different  types  of  people  was  new  to  me. 
In  high  school,  there  was  only  one  "in” 
group.  At  Joe's,  there  were  people  from 
many  different  social,  cultural,  family 
backgrounds,  and  people  with  different 
values  and  goals.  At  Saint  Joe's  I  came  to 
feel  I  belonged  in  the  world  as  the  person 
I  was  truly  meant  to  be  -  I  didn't  have  to 
be  force-fit  to  others'  expectations. 

3)  The  curriculum  was  very  helpful. 
Though  I  had  at  first  suspected  the  religious 
element  -  subtle  as  it  was  -  I  was  later 
grateful  that  it  was  available  to  me.  The 
Core  Program  introduced  me  to  a  wide 
variety  of  classic  works  which  I  now 
realize  any  well-rounded  person  ought  to 


at  least  sample.  It  was,  in  fact,  the  first 
for  Core  I,  Viktor  Frankl's  Man’s  Search 
for  Meaning,  that  initiated  my  search  for 
true  meaning  in  my  life. 

4)  Not  least  of  these  factors  was  the 
presence  of  the  Society  of  the  Precious 
Blood.  The  availability  of  the  fathers  for 
confessions,  counseling,  and  just  plain 
old  conversation  enriched  me  and  helped 
me  to  grow  as  a  person.  The  daily  dedica¬ 
tion  of  the  brothers  of  a  life  of  work  and 
prayer  was  a  lesson  to  me.  It  was  with 
the  help  of  several  members  of  the  Socie¬ 
ty  that  I  came  to  find  my  way.  Even  know¬ 
ing  then,  and  now,  of  the  celebration  of 
the  Eucharist  each  day  at  Saint  Joe's  is 
a  source  of  energy  and  new  life  for  me. 

I  graduated  in  1976  to  begin  a  nine 
month  candidacy  with  the  Sisters  of  the 
Good  Shepherd.  After  a  two  year  novitiate, 

I  was  permitted  to  make  my  first  promises 
in  the  Congregation.  I  would  not  be  here 
if  it  were  not  for  the  three  years  I  spent 
at  Saint  Joe’s. 

I  found  there  a  place  of  refuge;  an 
opportunity  for  education,  yes,  but  also,  a 
place  where  I  could  get  my  head  together. 
Now,  as  a  sister  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 

I  assist  in  providing  a  place  of  refuge  for 
troubled  teens  through  residential  treat¬ 
ment,  day  school  programs,  family  coun¬ 
seling,  emergency  shelter.  It  is  like  being 
an  Olympic  runner  -  I  recieved  a  spark  of 
fire,  and  here  I  am  learning  to  pass  that 
spark  on  to  others.  We  continue  to  need 
much  held  in  our  work  -  volunteers,  co¬ 
laborers,  more  candidates  for  the  sister¬ 
hood.  A  world-wide  congregation,  we 
have  houses  in  this  province  in  Michigan, 
Ohio,  Kentucky,  and  hope  to  return  to 
Indiana  (we  were  in  Indianapolis  some 
years  back).  I  often  hope  fellow  alumni 
might  feel  called  to  offer  some  assist¬ 
ance  to  troubled  youth,  also,  a  need  that 
is  becoming  critical  in  our  society. 

I  remember  shortly  before  I  graduated, 

I  was  depressed  because  I  had  failed  in 
so  many  ways  to  say  thank  you  to  those 
who  had  touched  my  life  at  Saint  Joe's. 

I  was  told  that  the  way  to  say  thank  you 
was  to  take  what  I  had  gained  along  with 
me  and  share  it  with  others.  Yet,  I  still 
want  to  say  the  words  which  cannot  be 
said  too  often: 

“Thank  you."

Honors  Awarded 
By  Student  Senate 

Rev.  Robert  J.  Maticek,  instuctor 
of  religion,  and  Dr.  John  P.  Nichols, 
professor  of  philosophy,  have  both 
recieved  the  honor  of  professor-of- 
the-year  here  in  annual  balloting 
conducted  by  the  Student  Senate 
of  Saint  Joseph’s  College. 


SJC  Recipient  Of  Foundation  Grant 


Saint  Joseph’s  College  has  re¬ 
ceived  a  three-year,  $156,400,  grant 
from  the  National  Science  Founda¬ 
tion  (Washington,  D.C.)  to  develop 
the  undergraduate  science  curri¬ 
culum  and  programs  at  the  college. 

NSF  made  the  grant  under  a 
program  called  “Comprehensive 
Assistance  to  Undergraduate  Science 
Education,’’  known  as  CAUSE. 

The  grant  proposal  was  conceived 
and  outlined  by  the  entire  science 
faculty  at  Saint  Joseph’s  and  nego¬ 
tiations  with  NSF  in  Washington 
were  conducted  by  College  President 
Father  Charles  Banet  and  Dr.  John 
Nichols,  the  school’s  Core  general 
education  curriculum  coordinator, 
who  authored  the  proposal. 

Project  director  for  the  three  years 
of  development  will  be  Dr.  Andrew 
Mehall,  professor  of  biology,  who 
will  be  assisted  by  Michael  Davis, 
associate  professor  of  geology,  in  the 
Core  curriculum  science  and  environ¬ 
mental  science  parts  of  the  project. 

Regulations  for  the  CAUSE  pro¬ 
gram  stipulate  that  at  least  one-third 
of  each  funded  project  be  covered 
by  non-federal  funds,  so  the  com¬ 
plete  three-year  project  actually 
covers  a  total  of  $236,000. 

“Saint  Joseph’s  will  have  to  in¬ 
vest  slightly  less  than  $80,000  over 
the  three  years  of  the  project  to 


fulfill  its  part  of  the  bargain,  but 
the  alumni,  friends  and  supporters 
of  the  college  have  always  responded 
most  favorably  to  such  welcome 
challenges  in  the  past,”  Father  Banet 
says. 

Dr.  Nichols  adds  that  “the  award¬ 
ing  of  this  grant  also  can  be  seen  as 
recognition  of  the  quality  of  science 
instruction  at  Saint  Joseph’s.  The 
CAUSE  program  is  a  very  competi¬ 
tive  one,  with  only  59  awards  out  of 
760  applicants  in  1976  and  69  out 
of  483  in  1977.  The  already-fine 
programs  in  science  at  the  college 
will  be  taken  quite  a  bit  futher  in 
their  development  with  the  influx  of 
these  funds  the  next  three  years.” 

Various  activities  are  planned  un¬ 
der  the  grant,  including  remodeling 
of  the  environmental  science,  organic 
chemistry  and  analytic  chemisty 
laboratories  and  the  purchase  of  up- 
to-date-equipment  for  biology,  chem¬ 
istry  and  environmental  science. 

“Among  the  more  sophisticated 
new  instruments  to  be  added  are  a 
fraction  collector  and  a  nuclear  mag¬ 
netic  resonator  which  are  used,  re¬ 
spectively,  to  separate  and  to  identify 
organic  compounds,”  Dr.  Nichols 
explains.  “These  instruments  will  be 
put  to  very  frequent  and  most  in¬ 
structive  use  by  students  in  biology- 
chemistry,  medical  technology  and 
environmental  science. 


“The  earth  science  department 
also  will  acquire  a  complete  mineral 
collection  and  seismographs,  and  the 
environmental  science  program  will 
be  equipped  with  the  water  and  air 
sampling  instruments  needed  for  field 
work  in  these  courses.” 

One  of  the  most  attractive  aspects 
of  the  college  proposal  insofar  as 
NSF  is  concerned  is  the  fact  that 
it  calls  for  improvements  in  the 
science  portion  of  Saint  Joseph’s 
Core  curriculum,  by  way  of  both 
curriculum  development  and  new 
equipment  for  experiments  and 
demostrations. 

“The  reason  why  this  was  so 
attractive  to  the  NSF  is  that  all  stu¬ 
dents  at  Saint  Joseph’s  take  this 
innovative  Core  science  program, 
thus  bringing  the  impact  of  the 
grant  to  the  entire  enrollment  of 
the  college."  Dr.  Nichols  adds,  “The 
CAUSE  program  represents  an  ex¬ 
cellent  use  of  federal  funds  for  the 
private  colleges.”

He  joined  Saint  Joseph’s 
faculty  in  1968  as  an  associate 
professor.  He  earned  PhL  and  PhD 
degrees  from  the  universitiy  of 
Louvain  (Belgium)  in  1965  and  1967 
respectively,  plus  STB  and  STL  de¬ 
grees  in  theology  from  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Fribourg  (Switzerland)  in 
1961  and  1963  respectively.  He  also 
received  a  bachelor's  degree  in 
philosophy  from  the  University  of 
Dayton  in  1955. 

Mrs.  Jennings  is  a  1957  graduate 
of  Purdue  University  with  bachelor 
of  science  degrees  in  French  and 
Spanish.

Today 
Father  Chambers  dream  is  a  reality 
with  ISLI  extending  to  the  eastern 
shores  of  St.  John’s,  Newfoundland, 
to  the  western  coast  of  Vancouver, 
British  Columbia,  with  ISLI  input 
as  far  south  as  Florida.  The  philos¬ 
ophy  of  ISLI  is  that  all  who  wish 
to  be  leaders  can  be  if  they  become
